@ays. The shopkeeper is, of 
course, responsible for ensuring 
that he selis correct weight bread 
and if they are prepared to ac- 
eept the illegal practice of Sun- 
day baking then they must be 
prepared to take the consequences 
of their actions in retailing this 
commodity, It seemed to me that 
the traditional bakers dozen 
operated in reverse-on Sundays.

Through the Psychology Branch 

e have been able to test and 
grade each child into a reading 
age level—sometimes the same as, 
Sometimes in advance of or be- 
hind his physical age. We then 
were able to collect in one room 
all the supplementary books used 
in conjunction with the prescribed 
Grade Reader and buy a great 
many more to bridge the very 
big gap in difficulty between one 
Reader and the next. These were 
classified in degree of difficulty to 
brovide the core of our Sequen- 
tial Reading Scheme and boxed 
on shelves in the Reading Clinic 
for general use throughout the 
school. 
















































Educationalists are continually 
on the alert to improve the 
quality of instruction, especiaily 
‘n mathematics to keep pace with 
the world’s desperate need for 
scientists in a technological age. 
The past 10 years has seen the 
emergence of new systems for 
establishing mathematical aware- 
ness and our experience with 
the Cuisenaire material seems to 
indicate some success in that field, 
Turning to reading we find re- 
search mainly concerned with 
improving speed and comprehen- 
sion and a gradual but marked 
swing away from the use of a 
grade reader in oral reading ses-~ 
sions in favour of lessons in 
“word-attack” i.e. developing in- 
dependence in reading on the 
Part of the child. Psychologists 
generally agree that most people 
read far too slowly because, hav- 
ing been taught by the reading- 
aloud method they are limited 
in their silent reading by having 
to mentally hear or even shape 
each word with their lips before 
passing on to the next. This 
slows down reading and results 
in poor understanding, If we can 
train children, and we at Altona 
are endeavouring to do just that, 
to see words in groups at one 
Sweep of the eye and not hear 
each word Separately with the 
inner ear, then we can improve 
Speed of reading and also com- 
prehension, from: about 250 words 
Fer minute to about 1,000 in the 
case of a very good reader. This 
means the provision of much 
scientifically-designed material 
and a large, number of readers 
carefully ranged in ascending 
vrder of difficulty. This we call 
a Sequential Reading Scheme. 


Thus one set of books might 
serve four different grades at 
different times of the day in- 
Stead of being confined to just 
one classroom. The Sequential 
Scheme was systematized on a 
wall-sheet listing every book un- 
der its proper age-level and the 
whole unit covers a reading- 
range from six to 16 years. From 
the Psychology tests the Grade 
teacher can determine the read- 
ing level or reading-age of each 
child in his room and by con- 
sulting the wall-sheet can tell 
exactly what book will be best 
suited to each individual at his 
current stage. In this way the 
child has the opportunity to read 
independently, ie. with a bare 
minimum of adult help, a num- 
ber of books at the same level 
and experience success while con- 
solidating his reading-skills before 
he moves on to the next degree 
of difficulty. So we develop this 
independence in word-recogni- 
tion and also in group’ lessons 
provide opportunities to meet new 
words, break them into parts, use 
them in speech and writing be- 
fore they are then encountered 
on a page in a reader the child 
is handling alone.

Eskimo Fruits are very simple} 
tO make and there are many:

Basically, all you need for thes2 
is candied fruits and melted un- 
sweetened chocolate. 

Just coat the fruit in the coco. 
Jate and spear with gay coloured 
tooth-picks, Orange or mandarin 
feel could be used in place of

These sweets are delicious to 
serve with after dinner coffee and 
also make @n unusually tasty 
gift.

Problem of individual Differences 


N. A. SOLOMON 


Qne of the greatest challenges 
te the teaching profession is the 
wide variety of ability shown by 
children. Recently the Queens- 
land Branch of the Australian 
Council for Educational Research 
carried out an extensive survey of 
individual differences among 
great numbers of children in 
primary schools throughout Au: 
tralia. of 

They concerned ‘themselves 
particularly in basic school skills 
on which progréss in other sub- 
jects depends. The results ob- 
tained were actual measurements 
of children’s performances in 
various school subjects, and 
teaching. The revealed what 
variability in their performance 
was in fact occurring. The facts 
that were Presented suggested 
fairly convincingly that there is 
a@ real problem of individual 
differences between children’s 
rates of development and so be- 
tween their learning rates. 

From the evidence gathered by 


this Queensland group, it is‘true 
to say that the attempts in the 
past to mould the younger gen- 
eration into some pre-conceived 
pattern has failed. There is con- 
siderable discrepancy between the 
level of ‘difficulty set for particu- 
lar classes and-the levels of 
achievement of the children in 
the classes. Indeed there is ample 
proof to illustrate that the incon- 
sistency between grade standards 
and the pupils’ achievement of 
them is very marked. Some of 
the pupils were found to be work- 
ing at levels far below the grade 
standard and other were capable 
of working far above what was 
expected of them. ‘

It is believed that each child 
should be given the most favour- 
able circumstances in which & 
reach the limit of his ability in 
performances of which he is 
capable. Unless we teachers un- 
dertake a system of education 
which is aimed at achieving these 
purposes we must inevitably feel 
dissatisfied with our efforts. If 
we value the development of the 
individuality of our pupils, par- 
ticularly in those subjects other 
than “tool” subjects, we shall 
seek methods which cater for 
these differences, If we value 
initiative, independence and the 
emergence of personality in our 
pupils we should seek means and 
methods which will encourage 
the development of these indiv- 
idual aspects. 


Since we are concerned with an 
education to enable the child to 
use all his talents fully we shall 
be concerned with such ideas as 
tailoring our instruction to the 
needs of each child, handling 
children in small groups and the 
best means of class teaching in- 
cluding the reaction of children 
to learning when subjected to 
different groupings within the 
classroom, 


Provision for these individual 
differences in a classroom is pos- 
sible only within certain limits 
beyond, which the group must 
suffer. The idea does not mean 
the complete abolition of the class 
as @ unit or organization, but, 
it does mean that the school 
should be adaptable within 
reasonable limits, to provide 
every child with success in his 
school experiences and for pro- 
gression at a rate consistent with 
his ability. - 


An individual’s first experi- 


"ences determine to a great ex- 


tent his readiness to learn ad- 


.| vanced and more complicated 


skills. | Individual instruction 
therefore calls for a knowledge | 
of the work to be taught, -thé| 
ability to build new _material on 
to knowledge already gained and 
success in using simple concepts 


‘4®efore later ones are introduced. 


In short, under, a,system of in- 
dividualised instruction, ~éach 
pupil would achieve — suc« 
cess in each phase of work he- 
fore proceeding to the next. This 
procedure would take a pupil-to, 
a real level of success where’ be- 
fore under the mass-teaching 
system he may have given up 


the effort to keep on working -at |: 


too difficult a. stage. 


The introduction of such.-a 
carefully and finely planned 
system of individualised instruc- 
tion - means an adequate supply 
of teaching aids and material to 
cater for the needs ‘of each 
pupil, Such teaching material 
must be organized with. sufficient 
numbers of self-correcting exer- 
cises and tasks to enable each 
pupil to maintain his own record 
of successes and eliminate much 
time-consuming clerical work for 
the teacher, who is now freed 
from such arduous tasks aS cor- 
rection, and may devote more 
of his time to the needs of the 
individual in actual instruction: 


Undoubtedly, those who set out 
to attempt to’bring such a scheme 
of education to fruition must be 
prepared to face the present day 


‘hazards of large classes and a 


lack of suitable and adequate 
teaching material. However, with 
a staff of enthusiastic teachers 
and the co-operation of parents, 
many of the fore-seen difficul- 
ties should be eliminated leaving 
a legacy of wiser and better edu- 
cated children, 


“The adoption of such methods 
of instruction should bring us a 
step nearer the school of to- 
morrow—the non-graded school 
~—and the complete abolition of 
grade standards which have for 


so long deprived pupils of _the 
opportunity for their fullest. ad- 
vancement. 


Such an organization must pro- 
vide an unbroken flow through 
which pupils, progress, because 
such a school will no longer be 
divided into grades’ with thei 
pre-determined barriers of at 


a 
tainment, but, each syllabus will 


be divided into parts or goals of 
achievement. 


This school of the future will 
encourage continuous, individual 
pupil progress. Bright pupils will 
no longer mark time at grade 
parriers waiting for slower ones 
to catch up, and the slow learners 
will no longer struggle desper- 
ately to reath grade barriers be- 
yond their capabilities. 

The school should encourage 
flexibility ‘in pupil grouping. All 
pupils will be placed in a setting 
thought to be best suited to 
their abilities, attainments, and 
general maturity. They will be 
moved when it is apparent that 


other settings will best suit their 


needs and abilities, 


The establishment of such a 
schoo} must be faced with many 
problems of organization and 
makes the: conduct of education 
no easier. But the process of 
non-grading will automatically 
¢rovide an ideal learning environ- 
ment. We see. the creation of 
non-graded units as the way of 
approaching problems of the 
school’s function, curriculum or- 
ganization and classroom instruc- 
tion.
